The government 
is going to send out men to help 
yon. It will be up to yoa to hunt 
up these neot wbo will be sent in- 
to every county seat town, and 
some other towns besides, to meet 
the people. Post-masters, bank 
era sad oawspspars w|ll be able 
to tell yon when thegoybraaieot's 
income tax man will be around, 
and where to find him. He will 
answer yonr questions, swear you 
to the returns, take your money, 
and remove the wrinkles from 
your brow. Returns of your in- 
come for 1917 must be made bs- 
tweea Janoary lat^aad Mardi ist, 
1918. 

"The Government recognizes" 
CioUector ot Internal Revenue 
Hughes sold todajf, **fllat SHUiy 
persons experience a good deal of 
difficulty in filling out income tax 
forms. It recognizes, too. that 
tax payers resident at where ool- 
lector'a offices sre act essilj ac- 
cessible find it bard to get proper 
instruction in thu law. Next year, 
when every married person living 
with wifa or hosbaad aad bating 
a net income of $2,000 and every 
unmarried person not the head of 
a family and having a net income 
of $1,000 for the year 1917 must 
make rctom of hMmae oa the 
form prescribed, there will be 
hundreds in every community 
seeking light on the law, and help 
in exeeatiag thrir returns. My 
own and every other collection 
district in the nation will be 
divided into districts, with the 
county as the unit, and a govern 
mmit oMoer iafi>rmed in the 
income tax assigned to each dis 
trict. Ee will spend hardly less 
than a week in each county, and 
in some counties a Umg tfane, very 
ikely in the court house in the 
county seat town. In cities where 
there are collector's branch offices 
he will be there, and in other cities 
possibly at the dqr haU. - My 
office will in due time advise post 
masters and oankers and send oat 
notices to the newspapers stating 
when the officer 1^ be in each 
coanty. It will not be neeeaaary 
for prospective tax payers to ask 
my office {for forms on which to 
make returua. The officer 
who yisits their ooanty will have 
them." 

It may be stated as a matter 
of genersl information that 'net 
incoaw* is the remaiader after 
sttbtrsetfnc expenses from gross 
income. Person, family, or living 
expense is not expense in the 
meaoingof thehkw, the exemption 
being aUomed to wn/t such 
expenses. 

The new exemptions of $1,000 
and $2,000 will add tens ef thons

Mrs. Lida Wallia died at her 
home in Coiumbas, Ohio, Sep- 
tember 94tb. {1917. at the aga of 
about 45 years. She was born in 
Versailles, Ohio Jan Ifith, I872. 
being the youngest daughter of 
James snd Bliaabcth Daugherty 
who weta Ufe kmg rasMsato of 
the same village. She was mar- 
ried May TJth 1886 to Arthur 
Waliin who came to this commun- 
ity from Crab Orchard. Ky., some 
years prior to that time. Two 
children were born to this union, 
James and Virginia, who with 
their bereft father nelde in 
Oolnmbai, Ohio. 

Shortly sfter her marriage, 
Mrs. Wallin and her husband left 
Versailles, residing in various 
citicsof the South, Mr. Waltta's 
intertst hsiag such ss to take 
him to many of the States of 
that region. For perhaps ten 
years, however, the family home 
baa .been In Oolambaa. snd it 
was here that this good wifu ead 
mother psssed away. 

Mrs. Wallin was la woman of 
rare grace and exceptional char- 
acter.
